I beg to submit my report for the year ending 
31st December 1963. 

During the year 2837 vessels entered the harbour, 
with a total of 1,202,941 net registered tons. The actual 
figures are :- 

71 vessels, 45 yachts and 14 H.M.Ships from 

foreign ports (204,091 n.r.t.) 


2064 vessels from coastwise ports (998,850 n.r.t.) 


This shows an increase of 70 vessels from foreign 
ports and 151 from cosets ports. 


757 vessels from foreign ports and 959 vessels 
from coastwise ports were inspected. 


Two informal notices were served both being 
complied with.

During the outbreaks ‘of SmaI pOX on the Continent, 


a very strict watch was kept on all ships crews from infected 
ereau, ad Vaccinations carried out when requested. 


Rodent Control. 


All vessels from foreign ports searched during and 
on completion of discharge, infestation of rats found on 2 


ships. Slight infestation of mice in the various transit 
sheds were dealt with by the rodent operatives of the Councils 
of Hove and Southwick respectively. 69 de=-rat exemption 


certificates were issued and 9 rodent control certificates. 
Smoke Abatement 


One steam oil tanker was cautioned for excessive 
emission of smoke.
